• What existing connection technologies are available to advance solutions to 
these challenges? What are impediments to their utilization? 

• What new technologies could/should be developed that would represent 
breakthroughs toward achieving sustainable development (either broadly or 
in the individual sector)? 

MODALITIES 

Tim O'Reilly will present a cross-cutting challenge following our opening policy 
keynote address. The Moderator for Panel II will reference this challenge and 
introduce the panelists. Each speaker will present a 15-minute "ignite talk" that 
summarizes the major challenges in the particular sector and the potential for 
connection technologies to address these challenges. He/she should encourage the 
audience to be reflecting upon the major challenges they face in their particular 
country/business/organization, and encourage them to bring forth those ideas in the 
interactive sessions that follow in the breakout groups and the "Unconference" 
discussions. 
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
